Stationed In Shanghai 


The Youngs are stationed in 


Shanghai, affiliated with the "Faith- 
Coolie Mission" in which the Rev. 
and Mrs. Walter Meade, parents of 
Mrs. Young, are also enrolled. 
It 


is an interdenominational mission, 
serving no particular church, but 
financed and encouraged by indi- 
vidual friends and working solely 
among the coolies, especially m the 
Shanghai district. They are head- 
quartered in the International Set- 
tlement, in Shanghai. Mrs. Young 
was formerly Miss Allafretta Meade, 
of Philadelphia. 


"The situation in the Far East is 


particularly grave," the Rev. Mr. 
Young said. "The volunteer force 
in the settlement comprises men of 
all nations, including the Japanese. 
Japs serve in the volunteer force 
and the Chinese boycott of Japanese 
goods, induced by the Smo-Japanese 
break, has caused a serious breach 
between these two races. The re- 
sult is bound to be a clash between 
these factions within the settlement. 
When, that comes, and it will unless 
something unforeseen at this time 
develops, the situation within the 
settlement will be most dangerous 
for all. The thing feared most is 
the bombardment of the settlement 
by the Japanese. While the volun- 
teer force has set up barbed-wire 
entanglements and sand-bag en- 
trenchments, separating the colony 
from the invaded city, it is none- 
the-less not any too safe."

"You

what I call the fallacies of contem- 
porary civilization, which has great 
positive possibilities, but also neg- 
ative. They are prejudies of fash- 
ion that end by becoming harmful,, 
affecting one's strength. 


"I will mention one, the fashion ,,„..,_ 


of excessive reducing. This weak- benefit,

"Another fallacy," he said, "is 


that maternity diminishes womanly 
beauty, while precisely the reverse 
is true, as you all can testify.

successfully be propagated in this 
manner. About fifty rabbits placed 
in a four and one-half acre field 
at the Fisher farm reproduced to 
the number of 227 excluding a great ,^ ul 
many young which were killed In 
their nests by field mice and a num­ 
ber of adults which probably killed 
themselves by fighting as a result of 
over-crowded conditions.

S. Edward Ga- 
ble, president of the. federation, ex- 
plained, "but If the operator fails to 
utilize this protection when the ma- 
chine is left parked along street or 
highway, or in the garage, it might 
as well not be there. Even the most 
intricate locks, of course, will not 
always thwart the professional thief, 
but they tend to cut to a minimum 
the number of thefts if used as they 
should- be. Most thefte in Penn- 
sylvania .during the past year, 
analysis of reports shows, were of 
cars that were left parked with the 
key In the ignition lock.

after all, the home is the 


child's world and the training field 
for the. bigger world outside. 


" LIGHTENING THE BURDEN 
Man and medicine are faced with 


the problem of softening and to 
slowing down the drive which civili- 
zation imposes upon the human 
body without relinquishing that very 
quality which has elevated man so- 
far above animals. 


Mental hygiene is teaching us to

The name .McPherson does not

Robert McPherson was a delegate 
in the convention held at Carpen- 
ter's hall, Philadelphia, June 18, 
1775. and took the oath of allegiance 
to the Union of States; he was also 
delegate to the great. convention of 
1776. 


The act of the Pennsylvania 


legislature, March 12, 1802, dealing
